Intensified 
Slain

Intensive efforts begin this 
week to form a community col­ 
lege in the 
area to serve a 
majority of public school dis­ 
tricts in Scott, New Madrid, 
Mississippi and Stoddard coun­ 
ties, Robert Mitchell, chair­ 
man of the committee for ^com­ 
munity college, sahf today. 
The basic function of 
the 
proposed coUege, Mitchell said, 
would be to provide vocational 
education for the student who 
could profit most from it and 
which could prepare him for 
a well paid Job. 
The 
proposed 
college 
Is 
planned to enable students 
in 
the four-county area to live at 
home and commute to school. 
Proponents of the proposed 
college emphasize that It would 
not compete with existing edu­ 
cational 
institutions or four 
year colleges, but that it would 
provide many specialized ser­ 
vices not offered now. 
Greatest emphasis of the pro­ 
posed college, Mitchell stated, 
would be on two -year college 
terminal 
education stressing 
technical, semi • professional 
and vocational training. 
Some basic transfer credit 
for those who later wish to go 
to a four - year college also 
would be available, Mitchell 
added. 
Need for educational oppor­ 
tunities above the high school 
level has been discussed 
by 
interested community leaders 
for 
two years. However, no 
action has been taken, Mitchell 
noted. 
This week business and com­ 
munity leaders in the four- 
county area will be contacted 
to form a committee. The com­ 
mittee's purpose will be to take 
action toward the 
establish­ 
ment of a college, Mitchell said. 
Key persons In the four-coun­ 
ty area will be contacted. Mem­ 
bers of the now loosely • bound 
committee interested in 
de­ 
veloping a community college 
will contact 125 persons 
in 
17 school districts. 
From the key persons com­ 
mittee, a steering committee 
will be foriqpd, Mitchell said. 
The function of the steering 
committee will be to form a 
not - for • profit corporation, or 
community college association 
and set forth a table of organi­ 
zation as re<iuired by the state. 
In addition, petitions of the 
voters In each district will have 
to be obtained, and surveys in 
each district will have to be 
made, to 
determine 
the 
feasibility of the proposed col­ 
lege, Mitchell explained. 
When the table of organiza­ 
tion, the petitions and the sur* 
veys are made, the plans for the 
school would be submitted to 
the state department of educa­ 
tion. If the state approves the 
proposal, a vote of the 
af­ 
fected communities would 
be 
held. If the proposed college 
were approved, then a board of 
trustees would be formed and 
final plans could be undertaken, 
Mitchell said. 
Decision of where the college 
would be located would be de­ 
cided by the board of trustees. 
Surveys by the University of 
Missouri and the Chamber of 
Commerce and other organi­ 
zations point up the need tor 
educational opportunities which 
cun be provided by an area com­ 
munity college and which cur­ 
rently are unavailable in this 
area. 
The college is proposed to 
serve the students who enters 
the labor market with no sldll, 
or at best, Inadequate skills, 
Mitchell noted. 
About 
30 per cent of 
the 
high school graduates in the 
Bootheel area enter four year 
colleges. Not all of these finish.

(A P)—Prime Minister Hendrik 
F . Verwoerd died today at the 
hands of a white assassin. 
The assailant, in the uniform 
of a parliamentary messenger, 
stabbed Verwoerd as he sat in 
Parliament. He plunged a knife 
into the symbol of South Afri­ 
ca's white supremacy rule, then 
stabbed him twice more as he 
slumped on his desk with blood 
gushing from the wounds. A 
pool of blood formed on the 
green carpeting. 
Horrified members of Parlia­ 
ment quickly subdued the as­ 
sailant. 
Verwoerd, 64, was pronounced 
dead on arrival at a hospital. 
The senior Cabinet minister, 
Theophilus Donges — who be­ 
came acting prime minister — 
announced the leader's death to 
Parliament a little more than 
an hour later. 
Donges Identified the assassin 
as a temporary messenger in 
Parliament. He said the as­ 
sailant was under arrest but 
that his 
motives were not 
known. 
The South African Press As­ 
sociation said it understood the 
assassin was of Greek descent. 
The South African radio gave 
his name as Dmitri Stafendas. 
Appealing to the nation tore-

TEACHER SHORTAGE 
Most American public schools open today. 
THE RECENT CHRONIC SHORTAGE of teach­ 
ers will be downright severe in many areas 
of the country as the new school term opens. 
In part, government programs like the Peace 
Corps, Vista, Head Start, and so on are pulling 
in young people who might otherwise go into the 
public schools. 
One reason is money, idealism aside. Sub­ 
stitute teachers in Toledo, for example, get 
$20 a day for six hours work, but Head Start 
pays $18 for four hours. As a result Toledo 
has virtually no substitute teachers lined up for 
the fall semester. 
The state of Ohio counts up to 2,000 teaching 
vacancies. California has about as many: Los 
Angeles alone is short nearly 1,000. So is 
Philadelphia. 
Cities are hardest hit, partly because of low 
pay, partly because of working conditions. An 
exception is Maine, where the shortage is most 
acute in the rural areas — which means most 
of the state. Maine is advertising for teachers 
in the Wall Street Journal, among other media. 
Liberal retirement legislation last year doubled 
to 500 the number of teachers retiring in June. 
That about approximates the state shortage. 
Young people who do want to teach are seeking 
more temperate climes or proximity to graduate 
schools. 
GEORGIA, which doesn't pay its teachers as 
much as neighboring Alabama or Florida, faces 
the gravest shortage in its history. The state's 
t '9fr school systems will open the fall term with, 
* about 1,400 fewer teachers than needed. 
* Simply is shortest nationwide among math, 
science, and grade - school teachers. This 
summer Los Angeles converted some surplus 
social science teachers into math instructors. 
Other cities are lowering teaching standards, 
counting more on substitutes. Columbus offers 
tuition-free graduate work at Ohio State. 
San Francisco is an exception to the general 
trend. That city already has n teacher waiting 
list for September 1967. Nearby Berkeley fares 
about as well. It recently had 3,700 teachers 
apply for 115 Jobs. 
COLLECTIVE BARGAINING in the Detroit area 
has raised teachers' pay dramatically. A round 
of teacher strikes is not over, however, Up 
to a dozen Michigan districts could be unable 
to open their school doors after Labor Day. 
Slum area Jobs are still hardest to fill. A 
group oi Bostonians are making an experiment 
with a private school in a Negro ghetto this 
fall. Another group* using federal funds, will 
bus 225 Negro children to white and wealthy 
Wellesley, 
Braintree, 
Lexington, Arlington, 
Newton, Lincoln, and Brookline. 
Harold Howe H, the new Federal Education 
Commissioner, Bays he will do all he can to 
help communities to break down de facto seg­ 
regated schooling. "Gradualism, no matter what 
we call it, has failed," Howe argues. But 
about the only weapon presently at Howe’s com­ 
mand is federal money to encourage local 
experiments and influence the disappearance of 
the old "neighborhood school" tradition. 
With federal encouragement, East Orange, N.J. 
is beginning a program of phasing out its 
public neighborhood schools in favor of an 
"education plaza." It would take care of students 
from several neighborhoods, rich and poor, 
Negro and white.

LABOR AT CROSSROADS 
Heavy thinking about the~economy is probably 
the last thing most Americans will want to 
indulge in as they'enjoy this holiday. 
Strikes, price increases, the rising cost of 
food, taxes, national debt — all these are 
worries we would like to forget, if only for 
one day. 
But the name of the day is, after all, Labor 
Day, and though it was originally set aside to 
honor the blue-collar workingman, it is upon 
the labor of all of us that the strength and 
heal# of the economy Is' based, whether we 
work in shop or office or on the land. 
The problems and (needs of "labor" are the 
problems and needs qt the whole nation. 
We are not, fortunttelju*going through a season 


of wide-spread labor-management discord. One 
recent strike, however, grounded 60 per cent 
of the nation's commercial airplanes for weeks. 
Another, almost forgotten, continues to stall 
the presses of three newspapers in New York, 
who have been attempting to merge into one, 
the World Journal Tribune, for months. 
The inability to settle these disputes in rea­ 
sonable time through the customary machinery 
of 
arbitration raises fundamental questions 
about that machinery itself. 
Is free bargaining between employe and em­ 
ployer no longer a satisfactory procedure? 
Should the government take a more active role? 
Do we need something like a Court of Labor- 
Management Relations whose decisions in each 
dispute would be binding on all parties? 
There are some who say the government should 
keep out of strikes; that, left alone, the air­ 
lines and machinist would long before have 
reached a settlement. 
Yet no settlement today can be made in isola­ 
tion from the rest of the economy. No govern­ 
ment can govern effectively or responsibly if 
it has no control over wages and prices, even 
if it is only in the form of persuasive mediation 
and the setting up of guidelines. 
Others argue that the right of labor to organize 
and to strike, as hard-won and necessary as 
that right was 30 years ago, has grown out of 
all proportion to the right of management to 
run its business efficiently. This feeling is 
especially acute when a walkout affects the rights 
of the general public. 
Today, says business writer Henry Hazlitt, 
"a single labor union, until its demands are 
met, can halt the country's railroads, tie up 
its shipping, shut down its steel mills, silence 
the newspapers of a great city, walk out on 
patients suffering or dying in hospitals, ground 
60 per cent of the nation's airlines, and pre­ 
vent others from taking the jobs that its own 
members have refused to perform. The public 
must stand by helpless." 
This is a serious indictment against the union 
movement. It is also a telling charge against 
our way of doing things, for in many cases 
workers have felt they had no other choice 
but to shut down mills or walk out of hospitals. 
President and Congress also stand in the de­ 
fendant's box. It is fine when the government 
speeds up a lagging economy through deficit 
spending, as it has demonstrated it can do 
quite handily. 
But when that speed becomes too great, when 
prices soar and buying power shrinks,, can 
worker or employer, factory owner or factory 
hand, be blamed for trying to keep up with 
the pace when the federal government lacks the 
will to put the brakes on its own high living? 
Answers are urgently needed to these questions. 
Some of the answers must be forthcoming before 
another year passes and before we pause again 
*1» observe another Labor Day.

Washington Merry - Go - Round

WASHINGTON — Those who 
rode the highways this past 
Labor Day weekend should know 
that in a very short time their 
cars will be safer, thanks to a 
young man who went far beyond 
the call of the average citizen 
in working for them. 
He is Ralph Nader, 32-year- 
old son of Lebanese immi­ 
grants, and author of a book 
"Unsafe At Any Speed," who 
harassed, prodded and goaded 
congress until he had secured 
first a congressional investi­ 
gation, then a law setting safe­ 
ty standards which auto manu­ 
facturers must follow. 
. Some people have been curious 
about Nader's motives in push­ 
ing the Auto Safety Bill. They 
appear skeptical that anyone 
would work so hard merely for 
the public. 
"If I wanted to do something 
for 
animal welfare," Nader 
once told me, "no one would 
question my motives. But be­ 
cause I am Interested in human 
safety, it's another matter. 
"B at the end of his life, 
A person was asked whether he 
would 
rather have made a 
million dollars or saved hund­ 
reds of thousands of lives, I 
wouldn't hesitate and I don't 
think most people would." 
That's the philosophy behind 
the young man who devoted al­ 
most a year to pushing auto 
safety — and as of this week 
has succeeded. 
GAMBLING PROBLEMS 
Gov. Grant Sawyer of Nevada, 
who got his. law degree study­ 
ing at night while working as a 
capltol policeman, came back to 
the capital the other day to see 
President Johnson and discuss 
the problems of his state, the 
biggest gambling state in the 
union. 
While here, Gov. Sawyer had 
the unique distinction of having 
tea with two past and present 
occupants of the white house, 
President Lyndon B. Johnson 
and Ex-President Dwight D. 
Eisenhower, along with Cardi­ 
nal Spellman of New York, Gov. 
Robert Smylte of Idaho and Gov. 
John Yolpe of Massachusetts, 
the latter two Republicans. Saw­ 
yer is a Democrat. 
John spent much of his time 
talking to Cardinal Spellman, 
who plays an important unseen 


role in New York politics, usu­ 
ally on the Republican side, hi 
Nevada Bishop Robert Dwyer 
has also been active politically, 
currently on the aide of Gold- 
wator Republican Paul Laxall, 
who is running against Gov. 
Sawyer. 
What Gov. Sawyer was chief­ 
ly concerned with, however, was 
not politics but "skimming." 
This is the practice of some 
big gamblers of skimming part 
of the cash proceeds from their 
gambling take into their own 
pockets before either the Fed­ 
eral government or the state of 
Nevada can count it. 
Since Nevada gets most of its 
revenue from gambling taxes, 
any amount skimmed from the 
nightly gambling take robs the 
state. 
FBFS WIRETAPS 
, Delmon Davis, recently re­ 
tired internal revenue agentfor 
Nevada, estimates that gamb­ 
lers skim off no more than the 
average businessman cheats on 
his taxes — namely 15 per 
cent. However, Gov. Sawyer, 
less philosophical than Davis, 
doesn't 
plan to countenance 
skimming at all. 
His state gaming commission 
has been making surprise visits 
to some of the big Las Yegas 
and Reno gambling casinos to 
. count the take before B can be 
' skimmed. The state of Nevada 
hasn't enough agents to do this 
every night, so the Governor had 
hoped 
he could get some 
cooperation from both internal 
revenue and tbs FBI The latter 
has not been helpful. At one time 
J. Edgar Hoover's men placed

.100 subsidiary taps along the 
Las Yegas strip. They tapped 
every important gambling es­ 
tablishment in Lis Vegas, even 
hogging the bedroom of Car! 
Cohen, owner of the Sends. All 
the tape were traced by Nevada 
police to the Henderson Novel­ 
ty Company, as a Mind for the 
FBL 
The FBI has now publicly ad­ 
mitted these wiretaps, giving

Reuther Now Fighting For New 
National PuMic Review Board 
to Oversee U.S. Government 
London: — Like a modern 
Scarlet Pimpernel, Walter Reu­ 
ther pops up here and there, and 
like Kllroy, the red-headed auto 
union chief has been there be­ 
fore you as you arrive at the 
suites and palaces of Europe's 
heads of state. 
In Europe» Reuther is Ameri­ 
can labor's minister without 
j porfolto, and without George 
Meany*s permission, though 
that does not shake dm De­ 
troiter much. He knows more 
prime 
ministers personally 
than does Lyndon B. Johnson. 
From my conversations with 
several heads of state these 
past tew weeks I would judge 
that he has exerted consider­ 
able philosophical influence on 
them — and they on him. This 
Is especially so since, like 
Prime Minister Harold Wilson 
here and Prime Minister Tage 
Erlander in Sweden, they have 
met other U.S. labor chiefs only 
occasionally and certainly only 
casually. 
Since there Is an empathy be­ 
tween Reuther and these Social 
Democratic heads of state, be 
they in London, Stockholm, West 
Berlin or Rome, it Is inevitable, 
that some of their policies would 
catch his imagination. He would 
like to fight for similar poli­ 
cies in the U.S., but he is a 
practical man and knows that 
politics is the art of the pos­ 
sible.

Stuart Sym­ 
ington, Davidson will return this 
fall as the Missouri Press As­ 
sociation correspondent in Jef­ 
ferson City. 
WASHINGTON — 
The Civil 
Rights Act of 1966 is not caus­ 
ing as much controversy as its 
historic 1964 predecessor, but 
it nevertheless 
has stirred 
diverse opinions among mem­ 
bers of the Missouri Congres­ 
sional delegation. The amended 
measure has passed the House 
of Representatives and will be 
debated Sept. 6 in the Senate. 
One Missouri Congressman, 
who gave support to the bill 
at first but voted against it 
later, has observed that if the 
measure is not passed now it 
certainly will be within five 
years, and another feels that 
his vote for this bill will not 
be a solution to racial strife 
or the housing problem, but 
merely a recognition that there 
is a Negro housing problem in 
America. 
The bill, as introduced, would 
bar discrimination in the selec­ 
tion of federal or state juries, 
provide for Injunctive relief 
against and punishment for in­ 
terference with a person's civil 
rights, bar discrimination in 
the sale or rental of some hous­ 
ing and authorizes the Attor­ 
ney General to sue to desegre­ 
gate schools and places of pub­ 
lic accomodation. 
Hie first opinion, that such a 
bill is inevitable in the near 
future, was voiced by fresh­ 
man Rep. William L. Hun- 
gate 
(D - Troy) 
who co­ 
sponsored an amendment which 
was rejected to the controver­ 
sial Title IV housing section 
which as he said, «could be 
described as a home rule 
amendment# It is an amendment 
which would permit the local 
states and municipalities who 
have already acted on this very 
troublesome problem to con­ 
tinue to handle their own local 
problems at the local level un­ 
til such time as the Federal 
Government might come, and if 
such action on their part was 
a subterfuge, then the remedy 
would be in a court of law to 
establish the feet." 
Hungate's vote 
against the 
Civil Rights bill probably was 
determined by the defeat of his 
amendment — thobgh he still 
feels that such a law is in­ 
evitable and will be passed with­ 
in five years if not now. 
He, as most of the Missouri 
Congressmen, questions whe­ 
ther the housing problem or 
discrimination can be solvec 
by legislation. An increase ir

and better educational oppor­ 
tunities must all act together to 
secure equality, Hungate said. 
«If the people have the light to 
vote, their bloc will be rep­ 
resented." 
One aspect of the bill he ques­ 
tions is the attitude of forcing 
compliance in the open sale of 
housing. 
" P eo p le in Missouri 
can be appealed toby determin­ 
ing who can be fairly treated 
through legislation," 1» said, 
«but not by forcing them to 
obey a law aimed at equality. 
One of Missouri's two Repub­ 
lican Congressmen, Thomas B. 
Curtis, Webster Groves, con­ 
siders himself a "minority in a 
minority" as he voted for the 
bill. The Republican delegation 
(the minority in the House of 
Representatives) has opposed 
the bill as Introduced and Curtis 
is one of the few to give it 
any support. 
He also feels the problem will 
not be solved by legislation, 
but pointed out he would vote 
for the Civil Rights bill since 
it has become a "symbol of< 
whether (me recognizes there 
is 
a 
housing problem for 
Negroes." 
Curtis does not feel that the 
housing section is the most con­ 
troversial, and adds that it 
probably will have the least 
consequences. About 60per cent 
of the housing problems could 
be 
covered 
under existing 
powers of the President, Curtis 
said, the only three per cent 
is now being covered. 
He questioned why the Presi­ 
dent has 
not exercised this 
power and why the committee 
which drafted the bill had not 
sought out existing solutions to 
the problem before the housing 
section was drafted. 
"Federal programs on housing 
were begun with good intentions, 
but 
were 
limited only to 
labels," he said. "They actually 
made the situation worse," he 
added, citing the "high rise 
slums" 
which 
characterize 
downtown St. Louis. "Urban re­ 
newal, for example, started 
well - conceived, but became 
corrupted early. In St. Louis it 
not only displaced people from 
slum areas but gave them no 
place to go." — a problem 
now under debate. 
He feels that private projects 
have made greater improve­ 
ments in the housing area cit­ 
ing the all-Negro Kinloch com­ 
munity near St. Louis as an ex­ 
ample. 
One of the major problems 
facing an open housing law, in 
addition, is the economic feet 
that when "Negroes move in, 
property values go down," Cur­ 
tis said. This does not affect 
wealthier districts as much as 
the 
low imcome or middle 
income white sections, he ex­ 
plained. In the lower-income 
areas, most of the residents 
have much of their savings in­ 
vested in their homes, and a 
drop in property values can 
seriously damage their eco­ 
nomic positions, he explained.

The chances are 
that with the great surplus of 
cotton that we have on hand, 
if there should develop a demand 
for it, we could sell some of it | 
for local currencies and some 
on credit for dollars." 
Department of Agriculture of­

cotton exports to about 5.5 mil­ 
lion bales, or 2.5 million bales 
more than last year. 
As an example of the need 
for cotton, Symington called at­ 
tention to the report that In­ 
dia, as a part of its five-year 
plan ending in 1971, hopes to 
give each of Its half billion 
citizens an additional 78.7 in­ 
ches of cotton cloth per year.

employment. This, in turn would 
create a labor force attractive 
to industry, Mitchell said. 
Experience elsewhere has in* 
dicated the influence of the com­ 
munity college in attracting in­ 
dustry. A widespread growth of 
industry in northern Mississip­ 
pi, for example, is attributed 
mostty to a parallel growth 
in community colleges there, 
Mitchell pointed out. 
Location of the community 
college has not been considered, 
Mitchell said. He added, an 
elected boaYd of trustees would 
likely locate the school within 
reasonable 
driving distance 
from each border of the dis­ 
trict and in relation to highway 
and road networks. 
The proposed college would be 
financed from four sources: 
state aid, federal support for 
the 
vocational program, tui­ 
tion fees and local taxes. The 
local taxes required, Mitchell 
said, would much more than be 
balanced by the increase in 
property values, the growth of 
industry and improved busi­ 
ness climate for the area. 
The community college move­ 
ment Is widespread nationally.

becomes 
prime minister. 
For years Verwoerd has been 
the leading exponent of apar­ 
theid, the policy of racial dis- 
crtmlnatlonn. 
The silver-haired prime min­ 
ister held that South Africa’s 10 
million blacks and three million 
whites could live apart. 
To attain this goal, he adopted 
harsh measures to strengthen 


segregation after he took over 
at the death of Prime Minister 
Johannes Strijdom. 
Among his measures was re­ 
quiring passbooks for Africans 
in order to work or to travel 
about the country.

(AP)—Prim e M inister Hendrik 
F . Verwoerd died today at the 
hands of a white assassin. 
The assailant, in the uniform 
of a parliam entary m essenger, 
stabbed Verwoerd as he sat in 
Parliam ent. He plunged a knife 
into the symbol of South Afri­ 
ca's white supremacy rule, then 
stabbed him twice more as he 
slumped on his desk with blood 
gushing from the wounds. A 
pool of blood formed on the 
green carpeting. 
Horrified members of Parlia­ 
ment quickly subdued the as­ 
sailant.

TEACHER SHORTAGE 
Most American public schools open today. 
THE RECENT CHRONIC SHORTAGE of teach­ 
ers will be downright severe in many areas 
of the country as the new school term opens. 
In part, government programs like the Peace 
Corps, Vista, Head Start, and so on are pulling 
in young people who might otherw ise go into the 
public schools. 
One reason is money, idealism aside. Sub­ 
stitute teachers in Toledo, for exam ple, get 
$20 a day for six hours work, but Head Start 
pays $18 for four hours. As a resu lt Toledo 
has virtually no substitute teachers lined up for 
the fall sem ester. 
The state of Ohio counts up to 2,000 teaching 
vacancies. California has about as many: Los 
Angeles alone is short nearly 1,000. So is 
Philadelphia. 
C ities are hardest hit, partly because of low 
pay, partly because of working conditions. An 
exception is Maine, where the shortage is m ost 
acute in the rural areas — which means most 
of the state. Maine is advertising for teachers 
in the Wall Street Journal, among other media. 
Liberal retirement legislation last year doubled 
to 500 the number of teachers retiring in June. 
That about approximates the state shortage. 
Young people who do want to teach are seeking 
more temperate clim es or proximity to graduate 
schools. 
GEORGIA, which doesn't pay its teachers as 
much as neighboring Alabama or Florida, faces 
the gravest shortage in its history. The state's 
195 school system s will open the fall term with 
about 1,400 fewer teachers than needed. 
Supply is shortest nationwide among math, 
science, 
and 
grade - school teachers. This 
summer Los Angeles converted some surplus 
social science teachers into math in stru cto rs. 
Other cities are lowering teaching standards, 
counting m ore on substitutes. Columbus offers 
tuition-free graduate work at Ohio State. 
San Francisco is an exception to the general 
trend. That city already has r teacher waiting 
list for September 1967. Nearby Berkeley fares 
about as well. It recently had 3,700 teachers 
apply for 115 jobs. 
COLLECTIVE BARGAINING in the Detroit area 
has raised teachers' pay dramatically. A round 
of teacher strikes is not over, however, Up 
to a dozen Michigan districts could be unable 
to open their school doors after Labor Day. 
Slum area jobs are still hardest to fill. A 
group of Bostonians are making an experim ent 
with a private school in a Negro ghetto this 
fall. Another group, using federal funds, will 
bus 225 Negro children to white and wealthy 
W ellesley, 
Braintree, 
Lexington, Arlington, 
Newton, Lincoln, and Brookline. 
Harold Howe II, the new Federal Education 
Com missioner, says he will do all he can to 
help communities to break down de facto seg­ 
regated schooling. “Gradualism, no matter what 
we call it, has failed,” Howe argues. But 
about the only weapon presently at Howe's com­ 
mand is federal money to encourage local 
experiments and influence the disappearance of 
the old “ neighborhood school” tradition. 
With federal encouragement, East Orange, N.J. 
is beginning a program of phasing out its 
public neighborhood schools in favor of an 
“ education plaza.*' It would take care of students 
from several neighborhoods, rich and poor, 
Negro and white.

The inability to settle these disputes in re a ­ 
sonable tim e through the custom ary m achinery 
of 
arbitration raises 
fundamental questions 
about that m achinery itself. 
Is free bargaining between employe and em ­ 
ployer no longer a satisfactory procedure? 
Should the government take a m ore active role? 
Do we need something like a Court of Labor- 
M anagement Relations whose decisions in each 
dispute would be binding on all p arties? 
There are some who say the government should 
keep out of strik es; that, left alone, the a ir­ 
lines and m achinist would long before have 
reached a settlem ent. 
Yet no settlem ent today can be made in isola­ 
tion from the re st of the economy. No govern­ 
ment can govern effectively or responsibly if 
it has no control over wages and prices, even 
if it is only in the form of persuasive mediation 
and the setting up of guidelines. 
O thers argue that the right of labor to organize 
and to strike, as hard-won and necessary as 
that right was 30 years ago, has grown out of 
all proportion to the right of management to 
run its business efficiently. This feeling is 
especially acute when a walkout affects the rights 
of the general public. 
Today, says business w riter Henry Hazlitt, 
“ a single labor union, until its demands are 
m et, can halt the country's railroads, tie up 
its shipping, shut down its steel m ills, silence 
the new spapers of a great city, walk out on 
patients suffering or dying in hospitals, ground 
60 per cent of the nation's airlin es, and p re ­ 
vent others from taking the jobs that its own 
m em bers have refused to perform . The public 
m ust stand by helpless.” 
This is a serious indictm ent against the union 
movement. It is also a telling charge against 
our way of doing things, for in many cases 
w orkers have felt they had no other choice 
but to shut down m ills or walk out of hospitals. 
P resident and C ongress also stand in the de­ 
fendant’s box. It is fine when the government 
speeds up a lagging economy through deficit 
spending, as it has dem onstrated it can do 
quite handily. 
But when that speed becom es too great, when 
p rices soar and buying power shrinks, can 
w orker or em ployer, factory owner or factory 
hand, be blam ed for trying to keep up with 
the pace when the federal government lacks the 
will to put the brakes on its own high living? 
A nsw ers a re urgently needed to these questions. 
Some of the answ ers m ust be forthcom ing before 
another year passes and before we pause again 
to observe another Labor Day.

WASHINGTON — T h o s e who 
rode the highways this past 
Labor Day weekend should know 
that in a very short time their 
cars will be safer, thanks to a 
young man who went far beyond 
the call of the average citizen 
in working for them. 
He is Ralph Nader, 32-year- 
old 
son 
of 
Lebanese im m i­ 
grants, and author of a book 
“ Unsafe At Any Speed,” who 
h arassed, prodded and goaded 
congress until he had secured 
first a congressional investi­ 
gation, then a law setting safe­ 
ty standards which auto manu­ 
facturers must follow. 
_ Some people have been curious 
about Nader’s motives in push­ 
ing the Auto Safety Bill. They 
appear skeptical that anyone 
would work so hard m erely for 
the public. 
“ If I wanted to do something 
for 
animal 
w elfare,” Nader 
once told me, “ no one would 
question my motives. But be­ 
cause I am interested in human 
safety, it’s another m atter. 
“ If at the end of his life, 
A person was asked whether he 
would 
rather 
have 
made a 
m illion dollars or saved hund­ 
red s of thousands of lives, I 
wouldn’t hesitate and I don’t 
think most people would.” 
That’s the philosophy behind 
the young man who devoted al­ 
m ost a year to pushing auto 
safety — and as of this week 
has succeeded. 
GAMBLING PROBLEMS 
Gov. Grant Sawyer of Nevada, 
who got his law degree study­ 
ing at night while working as a 
capltol policeman, came back to 
the capital the other day to see 
President Johnson and discuss 
the problems of his state, the 
biggest gambling state in the 
| union. 
While here, Gov. Sawyer had 
the unique distinction of having 
tea with two past and present 
occupants of the white house, 
President Lyndon B. Johnson 
and Ex-President Dwight D. 
Elsenhower, along with C ardi­ 
nal Spellman of New York, Gov. 
Robert Smylle of Idaho and Gov. 
John Volpe of M assachusetts, 
the latter two Republicans. Saw­ 
yer is a Democrat. 
John spent much of his tim e 
talking to Cardinal Spellman, 
who plays an important unseen 


role in New York politics, usu­ 
ally on the Republican side. In 
Nevada 
Bishop Robert Dwyer 
has also been active politically, 
currently on the side of Gold- 
w ater Republican Paul Laxall, 
who 
is running against Gov. 
Sawyer. 
What Gov. Sawyer was chief­ 
ly concerned with, however, was 
not politics but “ skimming.” 
This is the practice of some 
big gam blers of skimming part 
of the cash proceeds from their 
gambling take into their own 
pockets before either the Fed­ 
e ra l government or the state of 
Nevada can count it. 
Since Nevada gets most of its 
revenue from gambling taxes, 
any amount skimmed from the 
nightly gambling take robs the 
state. 
FBPS WIRETAPS 
, Delmon Davis, recently re ­ 
tired internal revenue agent for 
Nevada, estim ates that gamb­ 
le rs skim off no more than the 
average businessman cheats on 
his taxes — namely 15 per 
cent. However, Gov. Sawyer, 
le ss philosophical than Davis, 
doesn’t 
plan 
to countenance 
skim m ing at all. 
His state gaming commission 
has been making surprise visits 
to some of the big Las Vegas 
and Reno gambling casinos to 
. count the take before it can be 
skimmed. The state of Nevada 
hasn’t enough agents to do this 
every night, so the Governor had 
hoped 
he 
could 
get 
some 
cooperation from both internal 
revenue and the FBI. The latter 
has not been helpful. At one time 
J . Edgar Hoover's men placed 
25 central wiretaps with over 
100 subsidiary taps along the 
L as Vegas strip. They tapped 
every Important gambling e s ­ 
tablishm ent in Las Vegas, even 
bugging the bedroom of Carl 
Cohen, owner of the Sands. All 
the taps were traced by Nevada 
police to the Henderson Novel­ 
ty Company, as a blind for the 
FBI. 
The FBI has now publicly ad­ 
m itted these wiretaps, giving 
the excuse that 11 was watching 
skimming possible funds to the 
;underworld, and the operations 
I of underworld characters. 
However, Gov. Sawyer notes 
ithat J. Edgar Hoover did not 
; give any information to internal 


revenue agents or to Nevada 
authorities who were interested 
both in skimming and in a r­ 
resting underworld characters. 
“ To 
learn 
what 
J. Edgar 
Hoover found in Nevada,” re ­ 
m arked Gov. Sawyer, “ you have 
to read Sandy Smith in the Chi­ 
cago 
Daily 
News. 
His men 
leaked all their information, not 
to internal revenue or to the 
Nevada police, but to a Chicago 
new spaper.” 
Hoover has caused the Justice 
Department to lose dozens of 
a ir - tight crim inal cases be­ 
cause of illegal 
wire tapping. 
N evertheless, President John­ 
son retains him in office at 
at the age of 72 though the 
mandatory retirem ent age is 
70. 
Sen. Ed Long, D-Mo., has been 
busy making headlines by pub­ 
licizing 
relatively 
minor in­ 
ternal revenue wiretaps but has 
completely ignored the whole­ 
sale peeping tom practices of 
J . Edgar Hoover, recently dis­ 
closed 
before 
the 
Surpeme 
Court. 
Gov. Sawyer, uncowed by Mr. 
Hoover, has brought crim inal 
suit against the FBI for viola­ 
tion of the Nevada law against 
w ire tapping.

Reuther Now Fighting For New 
National Public Review Board 
to Oversee U.S. Government 
London: 
— Like a modern 
Scarlet Pim pernel, Walter Reu­ 
th er pops up here and there, and 
like Kllroy, the red-headed auto 
union chief has been there be­ 
fore you as you arrive at the 
suites and palaces of Europe's 
heads of state. 
In Europe, Reuther is Am eri­ 
can labor's m inister without 
porfolio, and without George 
Meany’s 
perm ission, 
though 
that does not shake the De­ 
tro ite r much. 
He knows more 
prim e 
m inisters 
personally 
than does Lyndon B. Johnson. 
From my conversations with 
several heads of state these 
past few weeks I would judge 
that he has exerted consider- | 
able philosophical influence on 
them — and they on him. This 
is especially so since, like 
P rim e M inister Harold Wilson 
here and Prim e M inister Tage 
E rlander in Sweden, they have 
m et other U.S. labor chiefs only 
occasionally and certainly only 
casually. 
Since there is an empathy be­ 
tween Reuther and these Social 
Dem ocratic heads of state, be 
they in London, Stockholm, West 
B erlin or Rome, it is inevitable 
that som eoftheii policies would 
catch his imagination. He would 
like to fight for sim ilar poli­ 
cies in the U.S., but he is a 
practical man and knows that 
politics is the art of the pos­ 
sible. 
One phenomenon he discov­ 
ered abroad which he believes 
is possible to Import and im ­ 
plement is a sort of one man 
national public appeals board. 
He found it in Sweden, from 
which it spread to other Scan- 
dinanvlan lands and just the 
other month was established 
here in England. 
It's the Ombudsman. 
It is 
a Swedish word for the chap, 
appointed by the Swedish P ar­ 
liam ent to whom anyone can 
come 
with 
complaints about 
everything 
and 
everybody 
except the King. 
In B ritain, the brand new Om­ 
budsman is the form er Audi­ 
to r General, Sir Edmund Com- 
ton. 
He can only be fired by 
Parliam ent. 
His task is to 
protect the little man against 
the government bureaucrats, be 
It a M inister of State or po­ 
licem an. 
Sir Edmund is ex­ 
pected to protect the man in the 
stre e t at no cost to the citizen. 
Now 
what 
W alter 
Reuther 
wants Ls an American nation­ 
al Ombudsman — as well as 
one for each state and city. 
Though unnoticed, the recent 
Auto W orkers Union convention 
passed 
a 
resolution 
which 
urged: 
“ Establishment of an 
Office of Complaints admini­ 
stered 
by a 
com m issioner 
whose responsibility would be 
to protect the ordinary citi­ 
zen against governmental ne­ 
glect o r abuse of power, and 
whose 
office, 
operating na­ 


tionally and regionally to serve 
purposes sim ilar to those for 
which 
the 
UAW Public Re­ 
view Board was created, would 
investigate citizen complaints 
against the civil service, ad­ 
m inistrative tribunals, regula­ 
tory commissions, and possi­ 
bly, as in the case of the 
Swedish Ombudsman, against 
the courts, prisons and po­ 
lice as well.” 
This is but one inter-action 
in the exchange of ideas. 
It 
is the beginning of a new era, 
just as Reuther in a sense is 
the beginning. 
Labor is the 
new jet set. 
For many years 
its leaders have gone abroad. 
They have operated on many 
continents. 
But now that their 
old colleagues are becoming 
the heads of state, the Am eri­ 
can labor leaders will look 
to them for philosphy as well 
as ideas 
-- if not ideology. 
Especially since these laborite 
heads of state will be in of­ 
fice for a long time. 
As I left Prim e M inister Wil­ 
son, for example, I told of an 
appointment 
with 
Sweden’s 
Prim e M inister Erlander. Mr. 
Wilson said “ Give him my fond­ 
est regards,” and then whimsi­ 
cally, alm ost to himself, added, 
“ H e's been in office 17 years.” 
Mr. 
Wilson 
will hold 
the 
prem iership for at least five 
and perhaps ten. 
He will get to know many 
Am erican labor leaders — e s­ 
pecially the newcomers still 
to make the headlines. 
What will they take back to 
the U.S. from such heads of 
state in the future? 
Britain plans to nationalize 
the steel industry in a year 
o r so. 
The bill already 1s in 
the House of Commons. 
Probably, the Labor Party will 
renatlonalize 
“ haulage. ” 
Meaning trucking. 
It is not 
known in the U. S., but the 
B ritish government still owns 
16,000 “ vans” from the last 
period of nationalization. 
One can also expect the La­ 
bor government to nationalize 
the docks and harbors and place 
them under a National Ports 
Authority. 
There will be re ­ 
gional Port Councils and on 
them 
will be 
longshoremen 
making policy, deciding on in­ 
vestm ents, 
improvements, 
wages, automation and devel­ 
opment. 
It is hardly likely now that the 
m ajority 
of 
American labor 
leadership will call for any na- 
tionalizagion of any industries 
in the U.S. 
But even the man 
leastly likely to be considered 
Internationalists 
are 
joining 
the jet set. 
None other than 
C harles Luna, leader of the 
Brotherhood 
of 
Railroad. 
Trainm en, 
and 
Teddy Glea*: 
son, president of the Inter*: 
national Longshoremen, have 
been here for an international 
parley on transportation. 
Who knows what may devel­ 
op in this age of supersonic 
travel and ideas?

TEACHER SHORTAGE 
Most American public schools open today. 
THE RECENT CHRONIC SHORTAGE of teach­ 
ers will be downright severe in many areas 
of the country as the new school term opens. 
In part, government programs like the Peace 
Corps, Vista, Head Start, and so on are pulling 
in young people who might otherwise go into the 
public schools. 
One reason is money, idealism aside. Sub­ 
stitute teachers in Toledo, for example, get 
$20 a day for six hours work, but Head Start 
pays $18 for four hours. As a result Toledo 
has virtually no substitute teachers lined up for 
the fall semester. 
The state of Ohio counts up to 2,000 teaching 
vacancies. California has about as many: Los 
Angeles alone is short nearly 1,000. So is 
Philadelphia. 
Cities are hardest hit, partly because of low 
pay, partly because of working conditions. An 
exception is Maine, where the shortage is most 
acute in the rural areas — which means most 
of the state. Maine is advertising for teachers 
in the Wall Street Journal, among other media. 
Liberal retirement legislation last year doubled 
to 500 the number of teachers retiring in June. 
That about approximates the state shortage. 
Young people who do want to teach are seeking 
more temperate climes or proximity to graduate 
schools. 
GEORGIA, which doesn't pay its teachers as 
much as neighboring Alabama or Florida, faces 
the gravest shortage in its history. The state’s 
195 school systems will open the fall term with 
about 1,400 fewer teachers than needed. 
Supply is shortest nationwide among math, 
science, 
and grade - school teachers. This 
summer Los Angeles converted some surplus 
social science teachers into math instructors. 
Other cities are lowering teaching standards, 
counting more on substitutes. Columbus offers 
tuition-free graduate work at Ohio State. 
San Francisco is an exception to the general 
trend. That city already has a teacher waiting 
list for September 1967, Nearby Berkeley fares 
about as well. It recently had 3,700 teachers 
apply for 115 jobs. 
COLLECTIVE BARGAINING in the Detroit area 
has raised teachers’ pay dramatically. A round 
of teacher strikes is not over, however, Up 
to a dozen Michigan districts could be unable 
to open their school doors after Labor Day. 
Slum area Jobs are still hardest to fill. A 
group of Bostonians are making an experiment 
with a private school in a Negro ghetto this 
fall. Another group, using federal funds, will 
bus 225 Negro children to white and wealthy 
Wellesley, 
Braintree, 
Lexington, Arlington, 
Newton, Lincoln, and Brookline. 
Harold Howe II, the new Federal Education 
Commissioner, says he will do all he can to 
help communities to break down de facto seg­ 
regated schooling, “ Gradualism, no m atter what 
we call it, has failed,” Howe argues. But 
about the only weapon presently at Howe’s com­ 
mand is federal money to encourage local 
experiments and influence the disappearance of 
the old “ neighborhood school” tradition. 
With federal encouragement, East Orange, N.J. 
is beginning a program of phasing out its 
public neighborhood schools in favor of an 
“ education plaza.” It would take care of students 
from several neighborhoods, rich and poor, 
Negro and white.

LABOR AT CROSSROADS 
Heavy thinking about the economy is probably 
the last thing most Americans will want to 
indulge in a3 they enjoy this holiday. 
Strikes, price increases, the rising cost of 
food, taxes, national debt -- all these are 
worries we would like to forget, if only for 
one day. 
But the name of the day is, after all, Labor 
Day, and though it was originally set aside to 
honor the blue-collar workingman, it is upon 
the labor of all of us that the strength and 
health of the economy is based, whether we 
work in shop or office or on the land. 
The problems and ;needs of “ labor” are the 
problems and needs of the whole nation. 
We are not, fo r tu n etel^ going through a season 


of wide-spread labor-management discord. One 
recent strike, however, grounded 60 per cent 
of the nation’s commercial airplanes for weeks. 
Another, almost forgotten, continues to stall 
the presses of three newspapers in New York, 
who have been attempting to merge into one, 
the World Journal Tribune, for months. 
The inability to settle these disputes in re a ­ 
sonable time through the customary machinery 
of 
arbitration raises 
fundamental questions 
about that machinery itself. 
Is free bargaining between employe and em ­ 
ployer no longer a satisfactory procedure? 
Should the government take a more active role? 
Do we need something like a Court of Labor- 
Management Relations whose decisions in each 
dispute would be binding on all parties? 
There are some who say the government should 
keep out of strikes; that, left alone, the a ir­ 
lines and machinist would long before have 
reached a settlement. 
Yet no settlement today can be made in isola­ 
tion from the rest of the economy. No govern­ 
ment can govern effectively or responsibly if 
it has no control over wages and prices, even 
if it is only in the form of persuasive mediation 
and the setting up of guidelines. 
Others argue that the right of labor to organize 
and to strike, as hard-won and necessary as 
that right was 30 years ago, has grown out of 
all proportion to the right of management to 
run its business efficiently. This feeling is 
especially acute when a walkout affects the rights 
of the general public. 
Today, says business w riter Henry Hazlitt, 
“ a single labor union, until its demands are 
met, can halt the country’s railroads, tie up 
its shipping, shut down its steel mills, silence 
the newspapers of a great city, walk out on 
patients suffering or dying in hospitals, ground 
60 per cent of the nation’s airlines, and p re­ 
vent others from taking the jobs that its own 
members have refused to perform. The public 
must stand by helpless.” 
This is a serious indictment against the union 
movement. It is also a telling charge against 
our way of doing things, for in many cases 
workers have felt they had no other choice 
but to shut down mills or walk out of hospitals. 
President and Congress also stand in the de­ 
fendant’s box. It is fine when the government 
speeds up a lagging economy through deficit 
spending, as it has demonstrated it can do 
quite handily. 
But when that speed becomes too great, when 
prices soar and buying power shrinks, can 
worker or employer, factory owner or factory 
hand, be blamed for trying to keep up with 
the pace when the federal government lacks the 
will to put the brakes on its own high living? 
Answers are urgently needed to these questions. 
Some of the answers must be forthcoming before 
another year passes and before we pause again 
*to observe another Labor Day.

WASHINGTON — T h o se who 
rode the highways this past 
Labor Day weekend should know 
that in a very short time their 
cars will be safer, thanks to a 
young man who went far beyond 
the call of the average citizen 
in working for them. 
He is Ralph Nader, 32-year- 
old son of Lebanese immi­ 
grants, and author of a book 
"Unsafe At Any Speed," who 
harassed, prodded and goaded 
congress until he had secured 
first a congressional Investi­ 
gation, then a law setting safe­ 
ty standards which auto manu­ 
facturers must follow. 
Some people have been curious 
about Nader’s motives in push­ 
ing the Auto Safety Bill. They 
appear skeptical that anyone 
would work so hard merely for 
the public. 
“ If I wanted to do something 
for 
animal 
welfare," Nader 
once told me, “ no one would 
question my motives. But be­ 
cause I am interested in human 
safety, it’s another matter. 
“ If at the end of his life, 
A person was asked whether he 
would 
rather 
have 
made a 
million dollars or saved hund­ 
reds of thousands of lives, I 
wouldn’t hesitate and I don’t 
think most people would.** 
That’s the philosophy behind 
the young man who devoted al­ 
most a year to pushing auto 
safety -- and as of this week 
has succeeded. 
GAMBLING PROBLEMS 
Gov. Grant Sawyer of Nevada, 
who got his law degree study­ 
ing at night while working as a 
capitol policeman, came back to 
the capital the other day to see 
President Johnson and discuss 
the problems of his state, the 
biggest gambling state in the 
j union. 
While here, Gov. Sawyer had 
1 the unique distinction of having 
tea with two past and present 
occupants of the white house, 
President Lyndon B. Johnson 
and Ex-President Dwight D. 
Eisenhower, along with Cardi­ 
nal Spellman of New York, Gov. 
Robert Smylle of Idaho and Gov. 
John Volpe of Massachusetts, 
i the latter two Republicans. Saw­ 
yer is a Democrat. 
John spent much of his time 
talking to Cardinal Spellman, 
who plays an important unseen 


role In New York politics, usu­ 
ally on the Republican side. In 
Nevada 
Bishop Robert Dwyer 
has also been active politically, 
currently on the side of Cold­ 
water Republican Paul Laxall, 
who 
is running against Gov. 
Sawyer. 
What Gov. Sawyer was chief­ 
ly concerned with, however, was 
not politics but “ skimming.** 
This is the practice of some 
big gamblers of skimming part 
of the cash proceeds from their 
gambling take into their own 
pockets before either the Fed­ 
eral government or the state of 
Nevada can count it. 
Since Nevada gets most of its 
revenue from gambling taxes, 
any amount skimmed from the 
nightly gambling take robs the 
state. 
FBPS WIRETAPS 
, Delmon Davis, recently re­ 
tired internal revenue agenttor 
Nevada, estimates that gamb­ 
lers skim off no more than the 
average businessman cheats on 
his taxes — namely 15 per 
cent. However, Gov. Sawyer, 
less philosophical than Davis, 
doesn’t 
plan to countenance 
skimming at all. 
His state gaming com miss loo 
has been making surprise visits 
to some of the big Las Vegas 
and Reno gambling casinos to 
count the take before it can ba 
skimmed. The state of Nevada 
hasn’t enough agents to do this 
every night, so the Governor had 
hoped 
he 
could 
get 
some 
cooperation from both internal 
revenue and the FBI. The latter 
has not been helpful. Atone time 
J. Edgar Hoover's men placed 
25 central wiretaps with over 
IOO subsidiary taps along the 
Las Vegas strip. They tapped 
every important gambling es­ 
tablishment in Las Vegas, even 
bugging the bedroom of Carl 
Cohen, owner of the Sands. AU 
the taps were traced by Nevada 
police to the Henderson Novel­ 
ty Company, as a blind for the 
FBI. 
The FBI has now publicly ad­ 
mitted these wiretaps, giving 
the excuse that it was watching 
skimming possible funds to the 
underworld, and the operations 
iOf underworld characters. 
However, Gov. Sawyer notes 
that J. Edgar Hoover did not 
give any information to internal 


revenue agents or to Nevada 
authorities who were interested 
both in skimming and in ar­ 
resting underworld characters. 
"To 
learn 
what J. Edgar 
Hoover found in Nevada,” re­ 
marked Gov. Sawyer,*‘youhave 
to read Sandy Smith in the Chi­ 
cago 
Daily 
News. 
His men 
leaked all their information, not 
to internal revenue or to the 
Nevada pollee, but to a Chicago 
newspaper." 
Hoover has caused the Justice 
Department to lose dozens of 
air - tight criminal cases be­ 
cause of illegal 
wire tapping. 
Nevertheless, President John­ 
son retains him in office at 
at the age of 72 though the 
mandatory retirement age is 
70. 
Sen. Ed Long, D-Mo., has been 
busy making headlines by pub­ 
licizing 
relatively 
minor in­ 
ternal revenue wiretaps but has 
completely ignored the whole­ 
sale peeping tom practices of 
J. Edgar Hoover, recently dis­ 
closed 
before 
the 
Surpeme 
Court. 
Gov. Sawyer, uncowed by Mr. 
Hoover, has brought criminal 
•ult against the FBI for viola­ 
tion of the Nevada law against 
wire tapping.

Reuther Now F liting For New 
National Public Review Board 
to Oversee U.S. Government 
London: — Like a modern 
Scarlet Pimpernel, Walter Reu­ 
ther pops up here and there, and 
like Kilroy, the red-headed auto 
union chief has been there be­ 
fore you as you arrive at the 
suites and palaces of Europe's 
heads of state. 
In Europe, Reuther Is Ameri­ 
can labor’s minister without 
porfolk), and without George 
Meany’s 
permission, though 
that does not shake the De­ 
troiter much. 
He knows more 
prime 
ministers personally 
than does Lyndon B. Johnson. 
From my conversations with 
several heads of state these 
past few weeks I would judge 
that he has exerted consider­ 
able philosophical influence cm 
them -- and they cm him. This 
is especially so since, like 
Prime Minister Harold Wilson 
here ami Prime Minister Tags 
Erlander in Sweden, they have 
met other U.S. labor chiefs only 
occasionally and certainly only 
casually. 
Since there Is an empathy be­ 
tween Reuther and these Social 
Democratic heads of state, be 
they In London, Stockholm, West 
Berlin or Rome, it is inevitable 
that some of their policies would 
catch his imagination. He would 
like to fight for similar poli­ 
cies in the U.S., but he is a 
practical man and knows that 
politics is the art of the pos­ 
sible. 
One phenomenon he discov­ 
ered abroad which he believes 
is possible to Import and Im­ 
plement Is a sort of one man 
national public appeals board. 
He found it in Sweden, from 
which it spread to other Scan­ 
dinavian lands and just the 
other month was established 
here in England. 
It's the Ombudsman. 
It is 
a Swedish word for the chap, 
appointed by the Swedish Par­ 
liament to whom anyone can 
come 
with complaints about 
everything 
and 
everybody 
except the King. 
In Britain, the brand new Om­ 
budsman is the former Audi­ 
tor General, Sir Edmund Com- 
ton. 
He can (wily be fired by 
Parliament. 
His task is to 
protect the little man against 
the government bureaucrats,be 
It a Minister of State or po­ 
liceman. 
Sir Edmund is ex­ 
pected to protect the man in the 
street at no cost to the citizen. 
Now 
what 
Walter 
Reuther 
wants is an American nation­ 
al Ombudsman — as well as 
one tor each state and city. 
Though unnoticed, the recent 
Auto Workers Union convention 
passed 
a 
resolution which 
urged: 
“ Establishment of an 
Office of Complaints admini­ 
stered 
by a Commissioner 
whose responsibility would be 
to protect the ordinary citi­ 
zen against governmental ne­ 
glect or abuse of power, and 
whose office, 
operating na. 


tionally and regionally to serve 
purposes similar to those for 
which the 
UAW Public Re­ 
view Board was created, would 
investigate citizen complaints 
against the civil service, ad­ 
ministrative tribunals, regula­ 
tory commissions, and possi­ 
bly, as In the case of the 
Swedish Ombudsman, against 
the courts, prisons and po­ 
lice as well.** 
This is but one inter-action 
in the exchange of ideas. 
R 
Is the beginning of a new era, 
just as Reuther in a sense is 
the beginning. 
Labor is the 
new Jet set. 
For many years 
its leaders have gone abroad. 
They have operated on many 
continents. 
But now that their 
old colleagues ale becoming 
the heads of state, the Ameri­ 
can labor leaders will look 
to them for philosphy as well 
as Ideas -- lf not Ideology. 
Especially since these laborite 
heads of state will be in of­ 
fice for a long time. 
As I left Prime Minister Wil­ 
son, for example, I told of an 
appointment 
with 
Sweden’s 
Prime Minister Erlander. Mr. 
Wilson said “ Givehim myfond- 
est regards," and then whimsi­ 
cally, almost to himself, added, 
**He*s been In office 17 years." 
Mr. 
Wilson 
will hold 
the 
premiership for at least five 
and perhaps ten. 
He will get to know many 
American labor leaders — es­ 
pecially the newcomers still 
to make the headlines. 
What will they take back to 
the U.S. from such heads of 
state in the future? 
Britain plans to nationalize 
the steel industry in a year 
or so. 
The bill already is In 
the House of Commons. 
Probably, the Labor Party will 
renationalize 
“haulage. " 
Meaning trucking. 
It is not 
known in the U. S., but the 
British government still owns 
16,000 "vans" from the last 
period of nationalization. 
One can also expect the La­ 
bor government to nationalize 
the docks and harbors and place 
them under a National Ports 
Authority. 
There will be re­ 
gional Port Councils and on 
them 
will be longshoremen 
making policy, deciding on in­ 
vestments, 
improvements, 
wages, automation and devel­ 
opment. 
It is hardly likely now that the 
majority of American labor 
leadership will call for any na­ 
tional lzagion of any industries 
in the U.S. 
But even the man 
leastly likely to be considered 
internationalists 
are 
joining 
the jet set. 
None other than 
Charles Luna, leader of the 
Brotherhood 
of 
Railroad 
Trainmen, 
and 
Teddy Glea­ 
son, president of the Inter­ 
national Longshoremen, have 
been here for an international 
parley on transportation. 
Who knows what may devel­ 
op in this age of supersonic 
travel and ideas?

NEW YORK— (NEA)—Even if the growth of auto racing 
in the United States has been phenomenal, it shouldn’t be at 
all surprising.

2 spectator sport, behind horse racing, has only to look out 
at the curbstone or driveway. 
There sits the reason — Pop s new 300-plus horsepower 
sedan which leaps along at 25 miles per hour in to-and-from- 
work traffic jams, and Junior’s hot rod or sports car which 
goes 25 miles per hour only when he’s pulling away from the 
house.

NOTE TO EDITORS: This Is 
the first in a two-part series 
on the Civil Rights bill of 1966 
as it is viewed by members of 
the 
M issouri 
Congressional 
delegation in the Nation’s Capi­ 
tal. This column is written by 
Jim Davidson, who is in Wash­ 
ington, D.C. for the summer 
on the staff of Sen.

WASHINGTON 
— 
The Civil 
Rights Act of 1966 is not caus­ 
ing as much controversy as its 
historic 1964 predecessor, but 
it nevertheless 
has 
stirred 
diverse opinions among mem­ 
bers of the Missouri Congres­ 
sional delegation. The amended 
m easure has passed the House 
of Representatives and will be 
debated Sept. 6 in the Senate. 
One M issouri Congressman, 
who gave support to the bill 
at first but voted against it 
later, has observed that if the 
m easure is not passed now it 
certainly will be within five 
years, and another feels that 
his vote for this bill will not 
be a solution to racial strife 
or the housing problem, but 
merely a recognition that there 
is a Negro housing problem in 
America. 
The bill, as introduced, would 
bar discrim ination in the selec­ 
tion of federal or state juries, 
provide for injunctive relief 
against and punishment for In­ 
terference with a person’s civil 
rights, bar discrim ination in 
the sale or rental of some hous­ 
ing and authorizes the Attor­ 
ney General to sue to desegre­ 
gate schools and places of pub­ 
lic accomodation. 
The first opinion, that such a 
bill is inevitable in the near 
future, was voiced by fresh­ 
man 
Rep. 
William L. Hun- 
gate 
(D - Troy) 
who 
co­ 
sponsored an amendment which 
was rejected to the controver­ 
sial Title IV housing section 
which as he said, ‘‘could be 
described 
as 
a 
home 
rule 
amendment* It is an amendment 
which would perm it the local 
states and municipalities who 
have already acted on this very 
troublesome 
problem to con­ 
tinue to handle their own local 
problem s at the local level un­ 
til such time as the Federal 
Government might come, and if 
such action on their part was 
a subterfuge, then the remedy 
would be in a court of law to 
establish the fact.” 
Hungate’s vote 
against 
the 
Civil Rights bill probably was 
determ ined by the defeat of his 
amendment — though he still 
feels that such a law is in­ 
evitable and will be passed with­ 
in five years if not now. 
He, as most of the Missouri 
Congressmen, questions whe­ 
ther 
the housing problem or 
discrim ination can be solvec 
by legislation. An increase ir 
the minimum wage, a bill tc 
supplement 
rental payments, 
and the 1965 Voting Rights Ad 


and better educational oppor­ 
tunities must all act together tc 
secure equality, Hungate said. 
“ If the people have the right to 
vote, their bloc will be rep­ 
resented.” 
One aspect of the bill he ques­ 
tions is the attitude of forcing 
compliance in the open sale of 
housing. 
“ People in Missouri 
can be appealed toby determin­ 
ing who can be fairly treated 
through legislation,” he said, 
“ but not by forcing them to 
obey a law aimed at equality. 
One of M issouri's two Repub­ 
lican Congressmen, Thomas B. 
C urtis, W ebster Groves, con­ 
siders him self a “ minority in a 
minority” as he voted for the 
bill. The Republican delegation 
(the minority in the House of 
Representatives) has opposed 
the bill as introduced and Curtis 
is one of the few to give it 
any support. 
He also feels the problem will 
not be solved by legislation, 
but pointed out he would vote 
for the Civil Rights bill since 
it has become a “ symbol of* 
whether one recognizes there 
is 
a 
housing problem 
for 
N egroes.” 
C urtis does not feel that the 
housing section is the most con­ 
troversial, and adds that it 
probably will have the least 
consequences. About 60 per cent 
of the housing problem s could 
be 
covered 
under 
existing 
powers of the President, Curtis 
said, the only three per 
cent 
is now being covered. 
He questioned why the P resi­ 
dent 
has 
not exercised this 
power and why the committee 
which drafted the bill had not 
sought out existing solutions to 
the problem before the housing 
section was drafted. 
“ Federal program s on housing 
were begun with good intentions, 
but 
were 
limited 
only 
to 
labels,” he said. “ They actually 
made the situation worse,” he 
added, citing the “ high rise 
slum s” 
which 
characterize 
downtown St. Louis. “ Urban re­ 
newal, 
for 
example, started 
well - conceived, but became 
corrupted early. In St. Louis it 
not only displaced people from 
slum areas but gave them no 
place to go.” — a problem 
now under debate. 
He feels that private projects 
have made greater improve­ 
ments in the housing area cit­ 
ing the all-Negro Kinloch com­ 
munity near St. Louis as an ex­ 
ample. 
One of the m ajor problems 
facing an open housing law, in 
addition, is the economic fact 
that when “ Negroes move in, 
property values go down,” Cur­ 
tis said. This does not affect 
wealthier districts as much as 
the 
low 
imcome 
or middle 
income white sections, he ex­ 
plained. In the lower-income 
areas, most of the residents 
have much of their savings in­ 
vested in their homes, and a 
drop in property values can 
seriously 
damage their eco­ 
nomic positions, he explained.

Tile attack came 
suddenly 
before members knew what was 
happening. Galleries were fill­ 
ing with spectators. 
The man was dressed in the 
black and green uniform of a 
Parliam ent 
messenger, 
and 
members took it tor granted he 
was on official duty. 
Members of Parliament grap­ 
pled with him and pinned him to 
the floor. He was removed from 
the cham ber. 
The attack, the second on 
Verwoerd 
since 
he became 
prim e minister in 1958, came 
just two days before his 65th 
birthday. 
Several 
doctors 
who 
a re 
m em bers of Parliament rushed 
to the side of the man who be­ 
came the symbol of South Afri­ 
ca’s racial segregation. 
The attack took place while 
the bells were ringing summon­ 
ing the House of Assembly for 
the start of the session. 
Soon after Verwoerd had tak­ 
en his seat on the front bench 
the 
assassin 
walked toward 
him.

Verwoerd looked up as if he 
dxpected the m essenger was 
going to speak to him . The as­ 
sassin then plunged the knife 
into Verwoerd’s neck. 
Verwoerd was 
stabbed 
at 
least three tim es. His assailant 
was armed with three knives, 
one of which looked like a dag­ 
ger. 
Verwoerd 
slumped 
at his 
desk, his head down, his fe.ee 
white. One doctor tried to revive 
him by giving him the mouth to 
mouth “ kiss of life” resuscita­ 
tion. 
About 15 minutes after the 
attack, Verwoerd was carried 
out on a stretcher. The chamber 
was hushed and shocked. 
Verwoerd was taken to Groot 
Schurr Hospital. Cabinet Minis­ 
ter Ben Schoeman, leader of the 
House of Parliam ent, told the 
South African P re ss Associa­ 
tion that Verwoerd was certified 
dead on arrival. 
On April 9,1960, in full view of 
30,000 persons at a felr In Jo­ 
hannesburg, a wealthy white 
farm er fired two bullets into 
Verwoerd’s fece. TTie bullets 
were removed and the prime 
minister was released from a 
Pretoria 
hospital 
within 
a 
month. The assailant, David 
Pratt, was sent to a mental hos­ 
pital. 
Until a new prim e m inister is 
elected, Verwoerd’s duties de­ 
volve on the senior Cabinet 
m inister, Finance M inister Dr. 
Theophllus Donges. 
Hie parliamentary caucus of 
the ruling Nationalist party de­ 
cides who the next party 
na­ 
tional leader will be. This lead­ 
e r 
automatically 
becomes 
prim e minister. 
For years Verwoerd has been 
the leading exponent of apar­ 
theid, the policy of racial dis­ 
crim inations 
Hie silver-haired prim e min­ 
ister held that South A frica’s IO 
million blacks and three million 
whites could live ap art. 
To attain this goal, he adopted 
harsh measures to strengthen 


segregation after he took over 
it the death of Prim e Minister 
Johannes Strljdom . 
Among his m easures was re­ 
quiring passbooks for Africans 
in order to work or to travel 
about the country.
